Pay Up 
In Area

Gross weekly earnings of fac­ 
tory workers in the Torrauq^ 
area rose to an all-time high in 
December, but the purchasing 
power of these earnings was be­ 
low a year ago, Ernest B. Webb, 
California Director of Industrial 
Relations, announced today.

Manufacturing product! on* 
workers in the area averaged 
$94,77 per week last month, 
highest gross earnings on rec­ 
ord. This was 76 cents above 
the December 1936 average o^| 
$94.01, despite a shorter work­ 
week.

Cash take   home pay after 
State and Federal tax deduc­ 
tions was also slightly higher 
than a year ago. For a factory 
worker with 3 dependents, tlie 
gross earnings represented s» 
weekly pay check of $84.48 in 
December 1957 as against $84.06 
in December 1956. For a work­ 
er with no dependents, the week£ 
ly pay check amounted to $76.40 
in December 1957 and $76.00 in 
December 1956. For both groups 

I of workers the rise in cash take- 
home pay amounted to l » of 1 
per cent.

This fractional increase was 
more than offset by a 2.9 per 
cent rise in consumer prices in 
Los Angeles in th* last 12 
months.

As a result, purchasing pow* 
of the take-home pay of th* 
average factory worker was 
down 2.4 per cent from Decem­ 
ber 1956.
